3—GET PEER REVIEWED 


After you apply, SSHRC sends your application to a committee of Canadian research 
experts. This committee will judge your application for academic excellence and importance, 
and make funding recommendations to SSHRC. This independent, national, peer-review 
process ensures SSHRC funds the best research projects in the country. 


4—SHARE YOUR RESEARCH WITH CANADIANS 


When you've completed your research, look for opportunities to share your results. 
The value of SSHRC-funded research isn’t restricted to just the academic world. It helps 
communities solve social problems, informs policy-makers’ decisions on pressing issues, 
and builds a stronger understanding of our past, present and future.

ELIGIBILITY 


The minimum requirements for each of SSHRC’s applicant categories are listed below. 
Note that individual SSHRC programs may have additional eligibility requirements. Full 
details are available on the SSHRC website (www.sshre.ca). 


GRADUATE STUDENTS 


Master’s 


Citizens or permanent residents of Canada who have completed or are about to complete 
a bachelor’s degree in the humanities or social sciences, or who are already pursuing a first 
master’s degree. 


Doctoral 


Citizens or permanent residents of Canada who have completed or are about to complete 
a master's degree in the humanities or social sciences, or who are already pursuing a first 


PhD or equivalent 


POSTDOCTORAL RESEARCHERS 


Citizens or permanent residents of Canada who have recently completed or will soon 
complete a PhD or equivalent in the humanities or social sciences, and who do not hold a 
tenured or tenure-track faculty position. 


FACULTY 


Professors or researchers affiliated with Canadian postsecondary institutions. SSHRC does 
not require applicants for most grants to be citizens or permanent residents of Canada. 


Researchers who are not affiliated with a Canadian postsecondary institution may be eligible 
to apply as co-applicants to selected SSHRC programs. Foreign researchers may also 
participate as research collaborators on any SSHRC-supported project. 


COMMUNITY AND NON-PROFIT ORGANIZATIONS 


Community and non-profit organizations, including non-governmental organizations, 
think tanks, research networks, and voluntary organizations. 


POSTSECONDARY INSTITUTIONS 


Canadian postsecondary educational institutions with active degree-granting status 
in social sciences and humanities disciplines. 


SCHOLARLY ASSOCIATIONS 


Scholarly associations registered or recognized in Canada.

PURE RESEARCH 


SSHRC encourages creative and independent thinking in universities and colleges across 
the country. Its pure research programs build a broad, deep knowledge base that helps 
keep Canada on top of a relentlessly changing world. 


STANDARD RESEARCH GRANTS (SRG) 


Application Deadline: October 15 each year. 


The Standard Research Grants program supports investigator-driven, individual or small 
team research and research training in the social sciences and humanities. In general, SRGs 
fund three-year programs of research with broadly stated objectives that comprise one 
or more projects. However, one- and two-year programs of research may also be eligible 
for support. 


Value: Up to $100,000 annually with a maximum of $250,000 over three years. 


Eligibility: Faculty, postdoctoral researchers with university affiliation. 


MAJOR COLLABORATIVE RESEARCH INITIATIVES (MCRI) 


Application Deadline: Letter of Intent: January 31 each year; Formal Application 
(by invitation only): September 1 each year. 


This program supports large-scale, collaborative research on broad and critical issues of 
intellectual, social, economic and cultural significance. MCRI research projects require the 
participation of many scholars with different perspectives and expertise, and (where 
appropriate) include partnerships with private and public sector groups. 


The MCRI program is intended for leading scholars with solid track records and past 
experience in collaborative research, student training and grant management, and 
who demonstrate the leadership and other skills necessary for managing a complex, 


interdisciplinary, multi-institutional project. 


Value: Letter of Intent: $20,000 (for developing the Formal Application); Grant: A minimum 
annual budget of $100,000 over seven years, with a maximum budget of $500,000 in any 
given year~ Projects may be eligible for a second grant. 


Eligibility: Faculty. 


SSHRC POSTDOCTORAL FELLOWSHIPS 


Application Deadline: September 30, 2006. 


These fellowships support promising non-tenured PhD holders who are undertaking new 
research, publishing research findings, developing personal research networks, broadening 
teaching experience and preparing for national research competitions. Applicants must 
demonstrate advanced research skills and must propose a significant and feasible program 
of postdoctoral research. 


Value: $35,028 annually for up to two years, plus a $5,000 accountable research allowance. 


Eligibility: Postdoctoral researchers who will have completed all requirements for a doctorate no 
more than 36 months prior to the application deadline. 


BIGGER CITIES, DIRTIER AIR, 
"STRONGER BUSINESSES, SMALLER PAY CHEQUES. 
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SSHRC’ strategic research programs invite researchers from different disciplines and with 
differing points of view to identify and analyze today’s most pressing issues. By bringing a 
diverse range of expertise to bear on specific problems, SSHRC helps create solutions that 
can be used by political, business and community leaders to make Canada—and the 
world—a better place. 


ABORIGINAL RESEARCH 


Application Deadline: See website (www.sshre.ca). 


This pilot program supports research on issues that are of concern to Canada’s Aboriginal 
peoples. In particular, it funds research that supports and promotes (1) Aboriginal leadership 
and participation; (2) policy development related to Aboriginal communities; and (3) an 
increased awareness of the needs, values, knowledge, experiences and contributions of 


Aboriginal peoples in Canada and abroad. 


The program invites applications for Development Grants and Research Grants from 
teams that combine the knowledge and experience of Aboriginal communities with the 
knowledge and experience of Aboriginal and non-Aboriginal researchers. 


Value: Development Grants: up to $25,000 for up to two years; Research Grants: up to 
$100,000 annually, with a maximum of $250,000 over three years. 


Eligibility: Faculty, postdoctoral researchers with university affiliation, community and non- 
profit organizations. 


AILEEN D. ROSS FELLOWSHIP 


Application Deadline: As for Postdoctoral Fellowships or doctoral awards, as applicable. 


This fellowship is awarded to an outstanding Postdoctoral Fellowship or doctoral award 
holder who is conducting research in sociology in the area of poverty. 


Value: $10,000, in addition to the value of the Postdoctoral Fellowship or SSHRC doctoral award. 


Eligibility: Postdoctoral researchers and graduate students successful in the Postdoctoral Fellowships 
and SSHRC doctoral award competitions. 


BORA LASKIN NATIONAL FELLOWSHIP IN HUMAN RIGHTS RESEARCH 


Application Deadline: September, 30, 2006. 


This fellowship supports interdisciplinary and multidisciplinary research in the field of 
human rights, with emphasis on Canadian human rights issues. 


Value: A $45,000 stipend plus $10,000 for research expenses and research-related travel expenses. 


Eligibility: Faculty. 


CANADIAN INITIATIVE ON SOCIAL STATISTICS (CISS) 


CISS DATA TRAINING SCHOOLS 
Application Deadline: October every three years (2007, 2010, etc.). 


An important aim of the Canadian Initiative on Social Statistics (CISS) is to increase 
Canada’s capacity to analyze social statistics in order to meet the rising demand for evidence- 
based decision making in the private, public and voluntary sectors. The Data Training 
Schools program enables universities to host short courses in quantitative methods for 
researchers, students, policy analysts and data librarians, including secure access to many 
unique data sets compiled by Statistics Canada. 


Value: Up to $50,000 annually for up to three years. 


Eligibility: Postsecondary institutions. 


CISS RESEARCH DATA CENTRES 


Application Deadline: Applications may be submitted at any time. 


This program gives individual researchers and research teams (including students) secure 
access to confidential longitudinal survey data collected by Statistics Canada. Each 
data centre functions as a secure Statistics Canada office and a statistical analysis 
computing laboratory. Each application is evaluated for scholarly merit and viability as 
well as demonstrated need for access to the detailed micro-data. Successful applicants must 
also complete the same rigorous security clearance required of Statistics Canada employees. 


Value: Access to the unique social data sets and technical expertise of what The Economist 
magazine has called “the best statistical office in the world.” 


Eligibility: Faculty, postdoctoral researchers, graduate students and honours-level undergraduate 
students; researchers and prospective researchers in federal government departments and agencies. 


COMMUNITY-UNIVERSITY RESEARCH ALLIANCES (CURA) 


Application Deadline: Letter of Intent: May 5, 2006; Formal Application (by invitation 


only): see website (www.sshre.ca). 


Canadian communities face a complex array of challenges. These include changing patterns 
of employment, rising poverty and homelessness, an increasingly diverse social fabric, 
transformations in family life, changing values, new constraints on organizations and public 
services, urbanization and rural depopulation, and new rules of business competitiveness. 


In the CURA program, universities and community organizations work together as equal 
partners to develop new understanding in key areas, sharpen research priorities, provide 
new research training opportunities, and enhance the ability of social sciences and humanities 
research to meet the needs of Canadian communities. 


Value: Letter of Intent: up to $20,000 (for developing the Formal Application); Grant: up to 
$200,000 annually for up to five years. 


Eligibility: Faculty, community and non-profit organizations. 


FOREST RESEARCH PARTNERSHIPS 


A joint initiative of SSHRC, the Canadian Forestry Service (CFS) and the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Council of Canada (NSERC), this program awards 
three-year grants for social sciences and humanities research in forestry that will make 
available the new knowledge necessary to improve the policy decisions, regulations and 
practices that are needed for more effective and sustainable management of Canada’s 
forests and forestry industry.

IMAGE, TEXT, SOUND AND TECHNOLOGY (ITST) 


Application Deadline: September 15, 2000. 


Researchers in the social sciences and humanities currently use three basic kinds of digital 
information: images, text and sound. The ITST program aims at increasing researchers 
familiarity with, and effective use of, these new digital tools. 


Networking Grants support researchers in developing knowledge exchange, best practices 
and team research. Summer Institute Grants and Workshop Grants enable postsecondary 
institutions to offer seminars and workshops on cutting-edge ITST technologies and 
skills. Conference Grants help institutions bring scholars together to present research 
methods and results to users and potential users. 


Value: Up to $50,000 over 12 months for all grant types. 


Eligibility: Faculty, postdoctoral researchers with university affiliation (Networking Grants); 
postsecondary institutions (Summer Institute, Workshop and Conference Grants). 


INFRASTRUCTURE CANADA PEER-REVIEWED RESEARCH STUDIES 


This program, a collaboration between Infrastructure Canada, SSHRC and the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Council (NSERC), supports research on public 


infrastructure and community Issues.

INITIATIVE ON THE NEW ECONOMY (INE) © 


The INE supports research that will foster better understanding of the impacts of the 
“knowledge-based” economy on Canada’s economic, social, political and cultural life, and 
that will improve Canadians’ ability to influence the future for the common good. 


PUBLIC OUTREACH GRANTS 
Application Deadline: November 10, 2006. 


Public Outreach Grants, which are available only to past and present INE grant holders, 
support the use of creative and innovative techniques to disseminate INE research to 
audiences beyond the academic community. Applicants must demonstrate the significance 
of their research, its relevance to the proposed new or expanded target audience, and the 
anticipated effectiveness of the approach for reaching that audience. 


Possible outreach activities include public debates and exhibits, press seminars, newspaper 
and magazine articles, television and radio interviews, educational software or netware, 
interactive technology, databases, audio-visual products, and submissions to public 
commissions. 


Value: Up to $50,000 for up to 18 months. 


Eligibility: Individuals who have received INE funding as a principal investigator (applicant) 
or co-applicant. 


INTERNATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES FUND (10F) 


Application Deadline: June 2, September 1 and December 1, 2006. 


International collaboration in research is vital to access the global pool of knowledge, to 
develop comparative perspectives on key social, cultural and economic issues, and to pool 
knowledge and resources to address complex global problems. Accordingly, the IOF helps 
Canadian researchers develop, participate in, and lead diverse international collaborative 
research activities. 


Development Grants support developmental activities that lead to significant international 
research collaboration. Project Grants support projects that secure Canadian participation 
in international research initiatives or networks. 


Value: Development Grants: up to $25,000 for one year; Project Grants: up to $75,000 
for one year. 


Eligibility: Faculty, postdoctoral researchers with university affiliation. 


THE JULES AND GABRIELLE LEGER FELLOWSHIP 


Application Deadline: October 1 every two years (2007, 2009, etc.). 


This fellowship supports research on the historical and contemporary contribution of the 
Crown and its federal and provincial representatives to Canada’s political, constitutional, 


cultural, intellectual and social life. 
Value: A $40,000 stipend plus $10,000 for research expenses and research-related travel expenses. 


Eligibility: Faculty 


THE METROPOLIS PROJECT 


The Metropolis Project is an international forum for comparative research on population 
migration, cultural diversity and the challenges of integrating immigrants into cities. 
The project’s goal is to improve policies for managing migration and cultural diversity in 
major cities.

NORTHERN RESEARCH DEVELOPMENT 


Application Deadline: See website (www.sshre.ca). 


This program addresses a long decline in support for social sciences and humanities 
research in and on Canada’s North. “Northern research” is defined as research carried out 
north of the southern limit of permafrost or that is relevant to social, economic or cultural 
issues in the Canadian North. The program encourages partnerships between university- 
based researchers and Northern community organizations. 


Program objectives include expanding high-quality social sciences and humanities research 
in and about Canada’s North with greater involvement on the part of northern communities, 
improved training opportunities for future researchers, and better integration among 
northern research institutions, local community groups and government departments. 


Value: Up to $40,000 over two years. 


Eligibility: Faculty, postdoctoral researchers with university affiliation, community and non- 
profit organizations. 


OFFICIAL LANGUAGES RESEARCH AND DISSEMINATION 


Application Deadline: See website (www.sshre.ca). 


This joint initiative of SSHRC and the Department of Canadian Heritage offers three 
types of funding for research and research communication that will contribute to the vitality 
of anglophone and francophone minority communities in Canada, and promote the full 
recognition and use of English and French in Canadian society. 


The program supports research in areas of critical importance to official languages policy 
and practice, and helps ensure that research results are effectively communicated and 


appropriately applied. Priority areas of research include minority-language education, second- 
language learning, governance and community development, and linguistic duality. 


Value: Research Grants: up to $50,000 annually for up to two years; Workshop and Conference 
Grants: up to $50,000 for one year; Virtual Scholar in Residence Grants: $50,000 stipend for 
eight months research plus up to $10,000 for research expenses. 


Eligibility: Faculty, postdoctoral researchers with university affiliation. 


RELATIONSHIPS IN TRANSITION 


Application Deadline: See website (www.sshre.ca). 


A joint initiative with the Law Commission of Canada (LCC), this program supports the 
writing of research papers that address public policy issues related to law reform. Each year 
the program focuses on one of four themes: economic relationships, personal relationships, 
social relationships, or governance relationships. 


Value: Up to $40,000 per paper, for a period of one year. 


Eligibility: Faculty, postdoctoral researchers. 


RESEARCH/CREATION GRANTS IN FINE ARTS 


Application Deadline: September 22, 2000. 
This program invites artist-researchers to apply for grants to support research-creation. 


SSHRC defines “artist-researcher” as a faculty member of a Canadian postsecondary institution 
whose work involves conducting research, creating works of art and training students. 
“Research-creation” refers to any research or approach to research that fosters the creation 
of literary or artistic works, where both the research and the artistic works meet recognized 
standards of excellence and are suitable for publication, public performance or exhibition. 
Eligible artistic disciplines include architecture, design, creative writing, visual arts, 
performing arts, film, video, performance art, interdisciplinary arts, and media and 


electronic arts. 


Value: Up to $250,000 over three years with a maximum of $100,000 in any one year. 


Eligibility: Faculty. 


RESEARCH DEVELOPMENT INITIATIVES 


Application Deadline: October 7, 2006 and April 7, 2007. 


This program fosters research in its initial stages by supporting the development of new 
ways of analyzing, structuring, integrating and transferring knowledge in the social 
sciences and humanities. Its specific objectives are to help researchers (1) develop new 
research questions or proposals; (2) explore conceptual and methodological perspectives 
and directions; and (3) critically analyze research, including its achievements, impacts, 
strengths and state of development. 


Value: Up to $40,000 over two years. 


Eligibility: Faculty, community and non-profit organizations, postsecondary institutions, 
scholarly associations. 


SPORT PARTICIPATION RESEARCH INITIATIVE 


Application Deadline: Research Grants: October 15, 2006; Postdoctoral Fellowship 
Supplements: September 30, 2006; Doctoral Award Supplements: as for the doctoral awards 


program. 


This joint initiative with Sport Canada funds research that builds a better understanding 
of Canadians’ participation in sport, and informs programs and policies intended to promote 
and enhance sport in Canada. 


Value: Research Grants: up to $250,000 over three years; Postdoctoral Fellowship 
Supplements: up to $10,000, in addition to the value of the Postdoctoral Fellowship; Doctoral 
Award Supplements: up to $10,000, in addition to the value of the doctoral award. 


Eligibility: Faculty (Research Grants), graduate students (Doctoral Award Supplements), 
postdoctoral researchers (Postdoctoral Fellowship Supplements). 


THERESE F.-CASGRAIN FELLOWSHIP 


Application Deadline: September 30, 20006. 
This fellowship, which SSHRC administers on behalf of the Thérése E-Casgrain Foundation, 


supports research on women and social change in Canada. 


Value: A $40,000 stipend, of which up to $10,000 may be used to cover research expenses and 
research-related travel expenses. 


Eligibility: Faculty. 


VIRTUAL SCHOLAR IN RESIDENCE 


Application Deadline: See website (www.sshre.ca). 


This ongoing initiative promotes innovative multidisciplinary and interdisciplinary 
research on law reform issues and helps create alliances between academics, the Law Commission 
of Canada (LCC) and policy-makers. Each year, the program funds an individual to work 
with the LCC to advance research in one or more theme areas. 


Value: Up to $50,000 for an eight-month period plus up to $10,000 for research expenses. 


Eligibility: Faculty, postdoctoral researchers. 
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RESEARCH COMMUNICATION 
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SSHRCs research communication grants create opportunities for researchers to get their ideas 
into the spotlight through conferences, workshops, academic journals and scholarly publications. 


AID TO RESEARCH WORKSHOPS AND CONFERENCES IN CANADA 


Application Deadline: May 1 and November 1 each year. 


This program supports the communication of research within and between disciplines and 
among Canadian and international researchers. It offers grants to help defray the costs of 
organizing research workshops and conferences, including administrative expenses, travel 
and subsistence fees (but not honoraria) and the cost of publishing proceedings. 


A workshop is defined as a small, closed invitational event, of 30 or fewer participants, 
whose goal is to develop a particular research agenda or set of research priorities and to 
produce a concrete deliverable (book, policy position paper, etc.). A conference is defined 
as a special event focusing on one or more distinct themes in the social sciences or humanities 
that is open to Canadian and international researchers as well as students. 


Value: Workshop Grants: up to $25,000; Conference Grants: up to $20,000 (200 or fewer 
participants), or up to $35,000 (201 to 400 participants), or up to $50,000 (more than 400 
participants). 


Eligibility: Faculty, postdoctoral researchers with university affiliation. 


AID TO RESEARCH AND TRANSFER JOURNALS 


Application Deadline: June 30 every three years (2007, 2010, etc.). 


This program supports the communication of original research findings and the transfer 
of research knowledge to practitioners by partially funding the publication of high-quality 
journals that attract both national and international readers and contributors. Grants 


contribute to the cost of producing a research or transfer journal. 


Value: Up to $30,000 annually for a three-year period, based on 50 per cent of eligible cash 


revenues averaged over the two most recent completed fiscal years. 


Eligibility: Faculty. 
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AID TO SCHOLARLY PUBLICATIONS (ASPP) 


This program funds the publication of advanced scholarship that makes an important 
contribution to knowledge in a particular field. It is administered on behalf of SSHRC by 
the Canadian Federation for the Humanities and Social Sciences (CFHSS).

MAKING THE GRADE 


STUDENTS 


Through its master’s and doctoral award programs, SSHRC helps train the next generation 
of Canadian researchers, leaders and thinkers. 


CANADA GRADUATE SCHOLARSHIPS PROGRAM (CGS): 
MASTER’S SCHOLARSHIPS 


Application Deadline: For applicants registered at a Canadian university, the university sets 
the date; for those who must apply directly te SSHRC, December 1, 2006. 


CGS Master's Scholarships help develop research skills and train highly qualified personnel 
by supporting students who demonstrate a high scholarly achievement in undergraduate 
and early graduate studies. 


Value: $17,500 for 12 months. 


Eligibility (to hold award): Graduate students registered in, or applying to, a full-time master’s 
program in the social sciences or humanities that has a significant research component; tenable 
only at recognized Canadian universities. 


CANADA GRADUATE SCHOLARSHIPS PROGRAM (CGS): 
DOCTORAL SCHOLARSHIPS AND SSHRC DOCTORAL FELLOWSHIPS 


Application Deadline: For applicants registered at a Canadian university, the university sets 
the date; for all others, November 15, 2006. 


These awards help develop research skills and train highly qualified personnel by supporting 
students who demonstrate high scholarly achievement in undergraduate and graduate 
studies. A single application form is used to apply for both awards. 


Value: CGS Doctoral Scholarships: $35,000 annually for 36 months, tenable for the first-to- 
third or second-to-fourth years of doctoral study; SSHRC Doctoral Fellowships: $20,000 


annually for up to the first four years of doctoral study. 


Eligibility (to hold award): Graduate students registered in, or applying to, a full-time 
doctoral program in the social sciences or humanities. CGS Doctoral Scholarships are tenable 
only at recognized Canadian universities; SSHRC Doctoral Fellowships are tenable at any 
recognized university in Canada or abroad, provided that the applicant has completed at least 
one degree at a Canadian university, 
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AILEEN D. ROSS FELLOWSHIP 


Application Deadline: As for Postdoctoral Fellowships or doctoral awards, as applicable. 


This fellowship is awarded to an outstanding Postdoctoral Fellowship or doctoral award 
holder who is conducting research in sociology in the area of poverty. 


Value: $10,000, in addition to the value of the Postdoctoral Fellowship or SSHRC doctoral award. 


Eligibility: Postdoctoral researchers and graduate students successful in the Postdoctoral 
Fellowships and SSHRC doctoral award competitions. 


CANADIAN FOREST SERVICE (CFS) GRADUATE SUPPLEMENTS 


Application Deadline: As for the doctoral awards program. 


This program offers supplements to holders of SSHRC doctoral awards who are conducting 
policy-relevant research in forestry. It encourages students to conduct and participate in 
socially, economically, culturally and environmentally responsible forestry research at CFS 
regional centres or national institutes. 


Value: $5,000 annually for one or two years, in addition to the value of the doctoral award. 


Eligibility: Graduate students who have applied for, or already hold a SSHRC doctoral award. 


QUEEN’S FELLOWSHIP 


Application Deadline: There is no application for this award. 


Each year, SSHRC selects the Queen’s Fellow from among its doctoral award recipients 
who are undertaking a program in Canadian studies at a Canadian university. 


Value: Tuition fees and travel allowances, in addition to the value of the doctoral award. 


Eligibility: Graduate students successful in the SSHRC doctoral awards competition. 


SPORT PARTICIPATION RESEARCH INITIATIVE: DOCTORAL 
AWARD SUPPLEMENTS 


Application Deadline: As for the doctoral awards program. 


This joint initiative with Sport Canada funds research that builds a better understanding 
of Canadians’ participation in sport, and informs programs and policies intended to 
promote and enhance sport in Canada. 


Value: Up to $10,000, in addition to the value of the doctoral award. 


Eligibility: Graduate students who have applied for or already hold a SSHRC doctoral award. 
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EXCELLENT IDEAS MAKE EXCELLENT TEACHERS 


INSTITUTIONS 


Research is an essential part of strong university teaching. To help Canada’s universities — 
especially smaller institutions that focus on undergraduate training—strengthen their ability to 
carry out quality research, SSHRC provides grants to enrich the research environment, support 
small-scale research projects and communicate the results of this work to the outside world. 


AID TO SMALL UNIVERSITIES (ASU) 


Application Deadline: December 1 every three years (2007, 2010, etc.). 


This program helps small Canadian universities develop their research capacity. For example, 
the program funds: research centres, doctoral students whose studies are related to the 
ASU grant, agenda-setting seminars, visiting scholars (travel and stipends), colloquia and 
symposia, and collaborative research or partnership development. 


Value: Up to $30,000 annually for three years. 


Eligibility: Postsecondary institutions. 


SSHRC INSTITUTIONAL GRANTS (SIG) 


Application Deadline: December 1, 2000. 


This program assists Canadian universities to improve research by (1) helping new 
researchers to become more competitive; (2) supporting established researchers with modest 
funding requirements; and (3) supporting dissemination and collaboration. 


The SIG program provides block grants to eligible Canadian universities. Institutions use 
these grants to support small-scale research projects ($7,000 or less annually) in the social 


sciences and humanities. 


Value: Factors such as the number of eligible faculty members determine the amount of each 
award (minimum $5,000). 


Eligibility: Postsecondary institutions. 
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For more than 25 years, SSHRC-funded research has played a vital role in making Canada 
one of the world’s most innovative and prosperous nations. SSHRC prizes celebrate 
outstanding research achievement by social sciences and humanities scholars at every stage 
of their careers. 


SSHRC GOLD MEDAL FOR ACHIEVEMENT IN RESEARCH 


The Gold Medal, SSHRC’s highest research honour, is valued at $100,000. It is awarded 
annually to an individual whose leadership, dedication and originality of thought have 
significantly advanced understanding in his or her field of research, enriched Canadian 
society, and contributed to the country's cultural and intellectual life. 


SSHRC AURORA PRIZE 


The Aurora Prize, valued at $25,000, recognizes an outstanding new researcher who is 
building a reputation for exciting and original research in the social sciences or humanities. 
It is awarded each year to the top-ranked new scholar in SSHRC’s Standard Research 
Grants competition. 


SSHRC POSTDOCTORAL PRIZE 

The $10,000 Postdoctoral Prize is awarded each year to the most outstanding SSHRC 
Postdoctoral Fellowship recipient. 

SSHRC WILLIAM E. TAYLOR FELLOWSHIP 


The $5,000 William E. Taylor Fellowship is awarded each year to the most outstanding 
SSHRC doctoral award recipient. 
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
